Robersonville  High  School  is  enjoying  its  first  full 
year  of  membership  in  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  On  December  2,  1959, 
Robersonville  High  School  officially  became  a  member 
of  the  highly- select  organization  at  the  64th  annual 
meeting  of  the  organization  at  Louisville,  Kentucky.

of  Education,  University  of  North  Carolina;  Dr.  Jack 
Horne,  Department  of  Education,  East  Carolina  College; 
A.  B.  Combs,  Director  of  El  e  m  e  n  t  a  ry  and  Secondary 
Education,  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction;  Miss 
Mary  Frances  Kennon,  Library  Advisor;  Mrs.  Mary  L.

The  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  is  one  of  six  regional  associations  which  accredits 
schools  and  colleges  of  the  United  States  and  American 
schools  abroad.  Founded  in  1895,  its  territory  embraces 
eleven  states  of  the  southern  region  and  Latin  America. 
There  are  now  118  high  schools  in  North  Carolina  out  of 
approximately  800  that  have  been  accredited  by  the 
Southern  Association.
